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DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

1. Applicant's cancellation to claim 79 is acknowledged. Claims 80-85 are newly 
added. Thus, claims 47-53, 56-78 and 80- 85 are pending in the application. 

2. The 102(e) and 103(a) rejections, as set forth in the previous Office Action, are 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 47-53, 56-78 and 80- 85 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record, Jinno et al. (US 2002/0072157), teaches a related 
method, as stated in the previous Office Action. In contrast, Jinno et al. neither teach nor 
suggest irradiating or crystallizing the amorphous semiconductor film in an oxidizing 
atmosphere (in re claims 47, 56 and 61) and forming a, second insulating film 
sequentially over the gate wiring and irradiating the amorphous semiconductor film 
through the second insulating film (in re claims 66 and 73). 

In addition, Makita et al. to US 5,851,860 do not remedy the deficiency in Jinno 
et al, because Makita et al. teach crystallizing the amorphous semiconductor film in a 
reducing atmosphere. 

Therefore, the instant invention is neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over 
the prior art of record.
